To the Congress of the United States: 

The present agsem-

a time when the interests of our people and 
the needs of the country give especial prom- 


inence to the condition of our foreign rela- 
tions and the exigencies of our national 
finances. The reports of the heads of the 
Government fully and plainly exhibit what 
has been accomplished within the scope of 
their respective duties and present such 
recommendations for the betterment of our 
country’s condition gs patriotic and intelli- 
gent labor and observation suggest. 

I therefore deem my executive duty ade- 
quately performed at this time by present- 
ing to the Congress the important phases 
of our situation as related to our intercourse 
with Yoreign nations, and a statement of 
the financial problems which confront us, 
omitting, except as they are related to these 
topics, any reference to departmental opera- 
tions. —. 

I earnestly invite, however, not only the 
careful consideration, but the severely crit- 
ical scrutiny of the Congress and my fellow- 
countrymen to the reports concerning th 
departmental operations. If dusty and fal 
examined, they furnish proof of assiduo 
and painstaking care for the public welfare. 

I press the recommendations they con 
upon the respectful attention of thosg 
charged with the duty of legislation, be- 
cause I believe their adoption would pro- 
mote the people's good.

AFFAIRS IN HAWAII.

Among these were 
several citizens of the United States; who 
were either convic by a military court 
and sentenced to death, imprisonment or fine 
or were deported without trial. The United 
States, while re protection to such as 
had taken the Hawaiian oath of allegiance. 
insisted that martial law, though altering 
the forms of justice, could not supersede 
justice itself, and demanded stay of execu- 
tion until the eedings had been sub- 
mitted to this vernment and knowledge 
obtained therefrom that our citizens had 
received fair trial.» The death sentences 
were subsequently commuted or remittted 
on condition of leaving the islands. The 
cases. of certain ‘Americans arrested and 
expelled by arbitrary order without formal 
charge or trial have had attention, and in 
Some instances have been found to justify 
remonstrance and achim. for indemnity, 
which Ha BHasonot thus far conceded.

Though there is no 
doubt that the great body of consular of- 
fices are rendering valuable services to the 
trade and industries of the country, the 
need of some plan of appointment and con- 
trol which would tend to secure a higher 
average of efficiency cannot be denied. The

At any rate, I should confidently expect to 
see the existing national banks or others to 
be organized avall themselves of the pro- 
posed encouragements to issue circulation 
and promptly fill any vacuum and supply 
every currency note. It has always seem 
to me that the provisions of law regarding 
the capital of national banks which operate 
as a limitation to their location fail to make

in all sections of the country and readily 
furntshed them with banking accommoda- 
tions and fairness. Any inconvenience or 
embarrassmert arising from these restric- 
tions on the location of national banks 
might well be remedied by better adapting 
the present system to the creation of banks 
in smaller communities or by permitting 
banks of large capital to establish branches

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. ' 


The Post-Dispatch publishes to-day 
the President’s message in full. If the 
document were anything except the an- 
nual message of the President of the 
United States the Post-Dispatch would 
have waste-basketed the major part of 
it as not worth the space. 

The message is both long and exhaust- 
ing, and there is no reason why any but 
persons of abundant leisure or those 
whom professional duty compels should 
wade through its prosaic statements. 

The Post-Dispatch, howewer, hag per- 
formed this task for the benefit of its 
readers. 


The message is practically confined to | 


two main topics—foreign affairs and the 
financial question. 

In foreign affairs the President dis- 
appoints public expectation by treating 
topics of acute interest in a purely per- 
functory manner. Instead of an aggres- 
give recomendation favorable to the Cu- 
ban struggle for independence the Presi- 
dent merely expresses a hope of a speedy 
termination of the war, and supplements 
his neutrality proclamation with an ap- 
peal to citigens to refrain from embar- 
rassing the Government by extending 
sympathy and aid to Cuba. Instead of 
the expected vigorous assertion of the 
Monroe Doctrine in the Venezuelan at- 
fair there is a tepid statement that a 
strong appeal for arbitration has been 
made to Great Britain, from whom no 
answer has yet been received. 

The financial! part of the message is in- 
teresting, not because of freshness and 
originality, but from the fact that. it 

arks the final repudiation of Democrat-

During the fiscal year ending 
Sues 30, 1894. nearly $85,000,000 in gold was 
withdrawn from the Treasury and about 
$77,000,000 was sent abroad, while during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, , over $117,- 
000,000 was drawn out, of which only $66,- 
000,000 was shipped, leaving a large balance 
of such with wals to be accounted for 
by domestic hoarding. At no time when 
bonds have been issued has there been any 
consideration of the question of paying 
the expenses of Government with their pro- 
ceeds. There was no necessity to consider 
@hat question. At the time of each bond 
issue we had a safe gurplue in the Treas- 
ury for ordinary operationg exclusive of 
the gold in our reserve. In February, 1834, 
when the first issue of bonds was made, 
euch surplus amounted to over $18,000,000; 
in November, when the second issue was 
made, it amounted to more than 000,000, 
and in February. 1885, when bonds for the 
third time were issued, such surplus 
amounted to more than $100,000,000. It now 
amounts to $98,072,420.30. 


NOT FOR RDVENUE. 
There is intimation or. distinct allega- 
tion that the bonds which have been issued 
ostensibly to replenish our gold reserve 


were really issued to supply insufficient 
revenue. Nothing can be further from the 
truth. Bonds were issued to obtain gold 
for the maintenance of our national credit. 
s has been shown the gold thus obtained 
as been drawn again from the Treasury 
upon United States notes and Treasury 
notes. This operation would have been 
promptly prevented, if possible. But these 
notes having thus been passed to the Treas- 
ury 1 became the money of the Govern- 
ment like any other ordinary Government 
funds, and there was nothing to do but to 
use them in paying Government expenses 
when needed. Besides all this, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury had no authority 
whatever to issue bonds to increase the 
ordinary revenues or pay current expenses. 
I can not but think there has been some 
confusion of ideas regarding the effects of 
the issue of bonds and the results of the 
withdrawal of gold. It was the latter 
process and not the former that by sub- 
stituting in the Treasury ‘United States 
notes and Treasury notes for gold in- 
creased by their amount the money which 
was in the first instance subject to ordi- 
. Government expenditure. 
though the law compelling an increased 
purchase of silver by the Government was 
on the 14th day of July, 188, with- 
rawals of gold from the Treasury upon 
the notes given in payment on such pur- 
chases did not begin until October, 1891. 
Immediately following that date the with- 
drawals upon both these notes and United 
States notes increased very largely, and 
have continued to such an extent that 
since the passage of that law there has 
been more than thirteen times as much 
gold taken out of the Treasury upon United 


States notes and Treasury notes issued for | 


silver purchases as was thus withdrawn 
during the eleven and one-half/ years imme- 
diately prior thereto and after the Ist day 
of January, 1879, when specie payments 
were resumed. , 


AS TO SILVER. 

Tt ie neither unfair nor unjust to charge 
a large share of our present financial oye 
plexities and dangers to the operation o 
the laws of 1878 and 1880 compelling the 
purchase of silver — the Government. 
which not only furnished a new Treasury 
obligation upon which its 14 could be 

withdrawn, but 80 — 4 the fear of 
an overwhelming flood of silver and a 
forced descent to silver payments that even 
the repeal of these laws did not entirely 
cure the evils of their existence.. 

While I have éndeav to make a plain 
Statement of this, the disordered condition 
of our currency, and the present dangers 
menaci our prosperity, and to ous ta 
wav which leads to a safer financial sys- 
tem, I have constantly had in mind, the 
fact that many of my countrymen whose

currency moving on lines of parity, an ex- 
periment so novel and hazardous as ‘that 
proposed might well stagger those who be- 
leve that stability is an imperative condi- 
tion of sound money. No government, no 
human contrivance of act of legislation, 
has ever been able to hold the two metals 
together in free coinage at a ratio appre- 
clably different from at which is b- 
lished in the markets of the world. Those 
who believe that our ing pendent free coin- 
age of silver at an artificial ratio with gold 
of 16 to 1 would restore the parity between 
the metals, and consequently,the coins 
oppose an unsupported and tmprobable theo- 
ry to the general belief and practice of other 
nations, and to the teaching of the wisest 
‘statesmen. and economists of the world, 
both in the past and in the present, and, 
what is more conclusive, they run counter 
to our Own actual éxperiences. 

Twice in our earlier history our law-mak- 
ers in attempting to establish bimetallic 
currency undertook free coinage upon a ra- 
tio which varied from the act- 
ual relative values of the two metals not 
more than 3 per cent. In both cases, not- 
withstanding greater difficulties and cost of 
transportation than now exist, the coins 
whose intrinsic worth was undervalued in 
the ratio gradually and surely disappeared 
from our circulation and went to other coun- 
tries where their real values were better 
recognized. Acts of Congress were impo- 
tent to create equality where natural causes 
decreed even a slight inequality. 

Twice in our recent histery we have sig- 
nally failed to raise by legislation the value 
of silver. -Under an act of Congress passed 
in 1878 the Government was required for. 
more than twelve years to „ annually 
at least $24,000,000 in the purchase 
of silver bullion for coinage. 

The act of July 14, 1890, in a still bolder 
effort increased the amount of silver the 
Government was compelled to purchase and 
forced it to become the buyer annually 
of 54,000,000 ounces, or practically the en- 
tire product of our mines. Under both laws 
silver rapidly and steadily declined in value. 
The prophecy and the expressed hope and 
expectation of those in the Congress who 
led in the passage of the last mentioned 
act, that it would re-establish and main- 
tain the former parity between the two 
metals, are still fresh in our memory: 

In the light of these experiences, which’ 
accord with the experiences of other na- 
tions, there is certainly no secure grount 
for the belief that an act of Congress could 
now bridge an inequality of fifty per cent 
between gold and silver at our present 
ratio; nor is there the least possibility that 
our country, which has less than one-sev- 
enth of the silver money in the world, 
could by its action alone raise not only our 
own but all silver to its lost ratio with 
gold. Our attempt to accomplish this b 
the free coinage of silver at a ratio dif- 
fering widely from actual relative values 
would be the signal for the complete de- 
parture of gold from our circulation, the 
immediate and large contraction of our cir- 
culating medium and a shrinkage in the 
real value and monetary efficiency of all 
other forms of currency as they settled 
to the level of silver monometallism. 

Everyone who receives a fixed salary and 
every worker for wages would find the dol- 
lar in his hand ruthiessly scaled down to 
the point of bitter disappointment if not 
to pinching privation. ＋ change in our 
Standard to silver monometallism ‘would 
also bring on a collapse of the entire system 
of credit, which when based on a standard 
which is recognized and adopted by the 
world of business is many times more use- 
ful than the entire volume of currency, 
and is safely capable of almost indefinite 
expansion to meet the growth of trade and 
enterprise. 

In a self-invited struggle through darkness 
and uncertainty, our humiliation. would be 
increased by the consciousness that we had 
parted company with all the enlightened 
and progressive nations of the world, and 
were desperately and hopelessly strivin 
to meet the stress of modern commerce un 
competition with a debased and unsuitable 
currency and in association with a few weak 
and laggard nations which have silver alone 
as their standard of value. All history,

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MEXICAN LAW IN CHICAGO, 


It Is Being Elucidated in a Case of In- 
ternational Importance. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—International compli- 
cations, growing out of the arrest and im- 
prisonment of an American citizen, and a 
full interpretation of Mexican criminal law, 
are the features of a trial commenced to- 
day before Judge Neely in the Circuit Court. 
The suit of Herbert B. Gehr of Chicago 
against the Mexican Central Railroad Co. 
for $50,000 damages for false imprisonment 


in the City of Mexico was called for hearing 
to-day, and several. prominent Mexicans 
were present. 

In June, 1890, an alleged robbery involving 
$7,500 tock place in the City of Mexico, in 
the office of the paymaster of the Mexican 
Central Railroad. Go. Gehr claims that, 
without the issuance of a warrant and with- 
out any reason for suspicion, all of the 
employes of the paymaster’s office, accord- 
ing to Mexican custom,. were arrested by 
the Mexican authorities and sent to prison. 
As he was one of the employes, he was also 
sent to prison. 

His friends took up the case and invoked 
the ald of the American State Department 
Officials and members of Congress. The 
Mexican Minister, Senor Romero, tele- 

aphed President Diaz of Mexico and asked 
or some actian in behalf of the young 
American. 

The Mexican authorities found nothing 
which implicated Gehr, but for some reason 
they took no action. Gehr’s friends in the 
United States began pushing the case 
and finally, at the instance of James G. 
Blaine, then Sec of State, Gehr was 
released in August, after a confinement 
of fifty-nine days in a filthy prison.

To begin with, Mr. Taylor says Barrows 


& Karst represented that the United States

+ United States Mutual, whereas he claims the 


only connection the United States Casualty 
Co, ever had with the Mutual Company was 
to reinsure some of the latter’s old risks. 

Then, according to Mr. Taylor, Mr. Bar- 
rows, through the instrumentality of a 
friend connected with the Aetna Life In- 
surance Co., was offered a good job with 
that company, and in order to accept he 
resigned from the United States Casualty 
Co. As his contract with the latter didn’t 
expire until 1888, in order to “square’’ him- 
self for the sudden switch,“ he spread the 
report that the reason he resigned was 
because the Casuaity Company had refused 
to settle the $5.000 claim on the life of 
Joseph C. Crabb, after he (Barrows), as 
agent had O. K'd it. 

Mr. Taylor says this is not true. In every 
case, he adds, insurance companies reserve 
the right to wait ninety days before set- 
thing. Thie limit has not yet expired. Still 
the claim has been settled-to the full satis- 
faction of the beneficiary and her attorneys. 

When Mr. Crabb fell down the elevator 
shaft he was performing what is known 
as porter's duty,“ and, Mr. Taylor claims, 
was not within the limit of his classifica- 
tion, vis., General Superintendent.“ 

This, according to Mr. .Taylor’s inte 
tation of the terms of the policy, null fled 
the company’s obligations and only enti- 


tled Mr. Crabb’s beneficiary to $1,000. The 


company paid $4,000, however, and has Mrs. 
Crabb's receipt in full, also a letter from 
her attorneys, expressing gratification at 
the terms of the settlement.

PRA CITIZENS 


Because They Were Subjects 
of Spain a Century 

PHOENIX, Aria: Dec. 3—By a ruling Of 
Judge Baker in the United States Circujt 
Court, Pima Indians were recognized as 
citizens of the United States. The tribes- 
men, nearly a hundred years ago, were de- 
clared subjects of the King of Spain by roy- 
al edict, and the rights of citizenship. have 
been guaranteed them — treaties wherein 
Arizona was ceded te the United States. 
The point was raised in a case where a per- 
son was charged with selling liquor to a 
Pima Indian. The Court instructed the 
jury to acqiit if it was found that the 
defendant's transaction was with a Pima 
Indian. The matter will finally be passed 
upon by the Supreme Court in Janvary. 
The decision affects many thousands of Ari- 
zona Irdians.
